The wheels are handsome 
In appearance, light and strong and 
tubular spok es connect the hub and 
rim in such a manner tha t a solid, 
rigid structure is the result. The de­ 
sign and methods of construction re­ 
ceive much commendation from ex ­ 
perts. , The wheels are made both for 
single tube and clincher tires. 
The wheel of an automobile has 
to 
do something more than carry w eight: 
it must transm it the power of the 
motor. 
In a horse-drawn vehicle it 
is evident that there is no twist or 
torque on the hub of the wheel, for 
t he power is applied through an ax le 
that does not turn: the wheel is re 
volved by the friction of the road and 
the only resistence to t his motion is 
the frictional resistance of the bear 
ing, which in the case of a good one is 
ve.y slight. Ttie wheel of an automo 
bile must transm it the whole power 
of the motor which is applied to it, 
(usually ) at the hub. 
This work it 
must 
do in 
addition 
to carry ing 
the weight of the car and tak ing 
the sidewise thrusting strains when­ 
ever a car departs from a straight 
line. 
It must do all tha t an ordinary 
carriage wheel does as well as all tha t 
the motor may call upon it to do, and 
no wheel is more illy adapted to tak e 
this torque or hub strain than one 
with a metal hub and a wuoden spok e, 
nor is there any better adapted to 
such service than one tha t is made 
all m one piece. 
Climatic conditions 
have made thewoodeu wheel unrelia­ 
ble and short lived, and any wheel 
composed of many pieces possesses at 
best an element of weak ness. 
Tbe Rock River Manufacturing Co's 
tubular steel wheel is made wholly of 
steel and is brazed into one solid 
piece. 
Only one other manufacturer 
mak es the tubular 
steel wffirel and 
his sty les are tnade to represent wood­ 
en wheels.

Grand Army , Relief Corps and Spau- 
ish-American W ar Veterans were in 
attendance. 
A fter a pray er by Rev. J. G. Brook s 
and scripture reading by Rev. Idle­ 
man, Rev. W. A. Billings made the 
address of the evening. 
He reviewed 
the past from the light of the present 
and found many lessons in patriotism 
which could be applied with protit to 
our present-day life. 
His text was 
II Chronicles 2:06—0 Lord of our 
fathers, art not thou God in heaven? 
and rulest not thou over all the k ing 
doms of the heathen? and in thine 
hand is there not power and might, so 
tha t none is able to withstand thee? 
The trend of the discourse was to 
the effectrthat God is a ruler of bat­ 
tle and that right will prevail. 
He 
said 
that the 
destruction of the 
Maine was not the cause of the war 
with Spain. 
We were interested in 
our brothers in Cuba who were prac­ 
tically slaves under the rule of Spain. 
This was a war for humanity , pure 
and simple. 
The inward desire of the Pilgrim 
Fathers was for liberty and ttie equal­ 
ity of man. This was the watchword 
of our new country . 
W ith the intro 
duotion of slavery this principle was 
trodden under foot. 
When the breach 
between the North and South became 
wider and wider 
and when 
Fort 
Sum ter was tired upon these y oung 
men offered 
themselves for a prin­ 


ciple. 
The women at home gave their 
all that the ffag might be preserved. 
God will honor the man aud woman in 
this world who has a conscience and 
will tak e a stand 
The North paid an 
awful price for the stand she took and 
the slaves she set free 
but the great 
purpose of God was accomplished. Men 
are sleeping tonight where they fell 
defending these principles and our 
flowers will never tiud a sweeter use 
than when they shed their fragrance 
over the graves of these soldiers. Ours 
is an immortal debt we cauuot over­ 
pay it. 
The doctrine of equality is a sacred 
trust. 
It means much to be a true 
patriot. 
We need more men lik e the 
patriots of ’76 a ud ’61, lik e the men 
who went up San Juan Hill with 
Roosevelt. 
In closing his address Rev. Billings 
made a personal appeal to the mem 
bers of the Grand Army . Relief Corps 
and Spanish-American War Veterans 
present to put their lives under the

afford to live without God, he said. 
There is no grave so deep as a Christ- 
less grave.
